The U. 8. Maritime Commission to- 
day called for bids on 12 speedy 
steel cargo ships that can de con- 
verted quickly into fighting craft.

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The People’s Mandate 
On Harlem Conditions 


® “We consider that we have the right to 
take the color of a person into consideration 
when giving employment, despite the law.” 

That statement was not made by a lynch 
nabob in the South. 

It came from the lips of Walter D. Wil- 
ams, reactionary general traffic manager of 
the monopoly telephone company in Manhat- 
tan, during the Harlem hearings of the New 
York State Temporary Commission on Con- 
ditions Among Urban Negroes. 

The law which Williams so arrogantly 
shoved aside to deny Negro workers employ- 
ment is the Stephens Act forbidding such 
discrimination by public utilities. But Wil- 
liams’ statement means more: It shows a con- 
temptuous violation of the basic constitu- 
tional rights of the Negro people. 

Other testimony before the commission 
yesterday revealed that no Negroes are em- 
ployed among the telephone company’s 
11,000 clerical employes, and its 4,500 tele- 
phone operators. 

Officials of the BMT and IRT subways ad- 
mitted that out of 10,655 employes on both 
lines only 917 Negroes are employed and 
those in the most menial and lowest paying 


jobs. Like testimony came from the New 


York Omnibus Corporation, the Third Ave- 
nue Railway and the Fifth Avenue Coach 
Company. 

These anti-labor utility moguls have 
set up their own fascist-like laws in open 
defiance of the democratic rights of the 
people. The same is true of the rent goug- 
ing landlords, public school and hospital 
officials, who confessed their brazen crim- 
inal discriminations at the open hearings 
and then, with defiant lies, sought to jus- 
tify them. 

Here is the cause of the shocking rate of 
the death-breeding slums, 
the poverty and discrimination which hounds 
the Negro people of Harlem, Brooklyn and 
*hroughout the state. 

The people of New York condemned 

hese wretched conditions when they de- 
tisively repudiated “police club” Mahoney 
and corrupt Tammany-Liberty League 
‘amp last November. What's more: they 
gave a mandate to Mayor LaGuardia and 
lo the American Labor Party and other 
progressive Councilmen and Assemblymen 
to lose no time in remedying these evils. 

The proposals of A. Phillip Randolph, 
president of the International Brotherhood 
of Sleeping Car Porters and of the National 
Negro Congress, deserve the widest support. 
They call for state laws denying recognition 
to unions which discriminate against 
Negroes and refusing charters to public utili- 
ties which bar Negroes from employment. 

These and other proposals should be- 
come a part of the progressive program 
which is to be worked out at the city-wide 
Harlem legislative conference which takes 
place tomorrow at 2 P.M. at Park Palace, 
110th St. and Fifth Ave. 


Senator Copeland Pulls a 


Letter Out of His Hat 


Senator Royal S. Copeland must have felt 
very proud of himself yesterday. 

Himself a Charlie McCarthy for the fas- 
cist Hearst, he has now developed his own 
Charlie McCarthy—in the person of Daniel 
B. Irwin, flunkey of the oil trusts. 

Yesterday, this reactionary Tammany 
hack read before the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee—which he heads—a letter from Ir- 
win which outrages all decency in its red- 
baiting anti-labor attacks against the crew 
of the S.S. Black Falcon. 5 

Copeland's man Irwin charged that on 
the Black Falcon’s 13-day voyage to Rotter- 
dam last Oct. 30, the crew was “drunk, dis- 
orderly and lawless,” and that the “trouble” 
was due to the “reds” and the National Mari- 
time Union, a CIO affiliate. 

In yesterday’s Daily Worker, we published 


the full answer of the Black Falcon seamen, - 


in which they blast to bits each one of these 
unscrupulous lies. The statement said: 
“In our opinion, this man [Irwin] was 


put on board by persons attempting to dis- 


credit union seamen and the American Mer- 
chant Marine, and he therefore played the 
role of a provocateur.” 

Irwin’s lurid slander was so obviously a

Moreover, a deputy commissioner of the . 


United States Shipping Commission, which 
signed on the Black Falcon crew, declared 
that no intimation of any trouble whatsoever 
appeared on the master’s log of the returning 
ship. 

Red-baiting and Vicious anti-labor attacks 
against the N.M.U, has been the stock in 
trade of Senator Copeland. And who has 
been more thoroughly repudiated by the peo- 
ple of New. York—and by thousands of mem- 
bers of his own party—than Copeland? 

That Copeland should pull the Irwin let- 
ter out of his hat, is to be expected from one 
who was the author of the infamous “fink” 
book law intended to blacklist militant sea- 
men. 

The Copeland-Irwin trick ties in directly 
with the widespread drive of the Liberty 
Leaguers and the reactionary shipowners 
against the heroic Algic“ seamen and is 
designed to discredit the maritime workers 
and to smash ‘the N.M.U. It is a part of the 
union-busting move of Copeland and the 
Maritime Commission to place the seamen 
under the Railway Labor Act. It is an effort 
to deprive the seamen of their right to strike 
and bargain collectively under the Wagner 
Labor Act. And the danger extends to the 
entire labor movement. 

The N.M.U.—backed by labor and pro- 
gressives throughout the country — should 
see that Copeland, and his fascist-minded 
masters, don’t get away with it!

The Japanese People 
And American Protests 


Not the least by any means, of the con- 
sequences of Pres. Roosevelt’s expression of 
American indignation against the barbarities 
of the Japanese militarists in the Panay in- 
cident was the political repercussion within 
Japan itself. 

“A wave of revulsion against the lack of 
discipline in Japan's armed forces. de- 
clared a cable dispatch from Tokio, “swept 
the empire today.” N 

Just how keen was the political acumen 
of the reporter who interpreted the wave of 
revulsion” to apply merely to military indis- 
cipline we have no evidence to determine. 

That there is great popular concern and 
worry in Japan over the dangers into which 
the militarist-fascists are plunging the coun- 
try’ there is no doubt whatever. How much 
of this is actually discontent with Japan’s 
aggression against China there is, at this 
time, no way of knowing. 

Vet the fact remains, that long before the 

militarist-fascists, with the full support of 
the Konoe cabinet, plunged the sword of war 
into the living body of China, there. was 
sizeable opposition among many sections of 
the Japanese people against such a threaten- 
ing criminal adventure. 

Among the workers and peasants, strikes 
and peasant struggles had broken all previ- 
ous records. The people were undeniably 
restive and discontented. The middle class 
had shown its repudiation of fascist schemes 
in the last two national elections, the latest 
of which rejected as never before in Japan’s 
history the war-breeding program of the 
Tokio government, oineluding the present 
cabinet. 

The Japanese military have always be- 
lieved they had a short-cut to end all dis- 
content and opposition to their plans of plun- 
der—that is— murder and war. They tried 
it once through thg assassination of three 
government ministers. This time they in- 
vaded China, , 

Once the war began, of course, the mili- 
tarists and some of their wavering support- 
ers used all the chauviffist arguments and 
violent pressure they could command in order 
to drown out and terrorize existing mass 
opposition. 

The recent sharp American representa- 
tions against the murderous provocations of 
the fascist-militarists had the effect of pierc- 
ing through the sham of “national unity” in 
Japan and of giving courage to many—of 
course, not yet in a clear-cut manner—to 
voice some of the deep undercurrent of dis- 
content with the war adventures of the fas- 
cist-militarists. . 

All of which throws an interesting -side- 
light on the boycott of Japanese goods. In- 
stead of arousing the resentment of the 
Japanese people, as some apologists for 
Japan’s aggression against China contend, it 
would force the latent popular discontent in 
Japan into the open.
